Fishermen, Trapped on 


Rocks by Rising Tide, 


Have Som e W et Going 


LAGUNA BEACH, April 16.— 
Trapped by a rising tide while 
absorbed in hooking finny beau­ 
ties from the deep, two fisher­ 
men found themselves marooned 
on "The Island," as the rock at 
the 
right 
of Laguna Bay is 
called, and had some exceeding­ 
ly wet going before they reached 
shore again. 
The Island is accessible at 
low-tide, but the channel 
be­ 
tween it and the mainland soon 
fills when the tide turns. 
The 
two men were observed at the 
seaward end of 
the 
rock ab­ 
sorbed in their sport and did not 
notice that the tide had turned 
and that waves were breaking 
over the line of rocks by which 
they had 
reached 
the Island. 
Finally one man walked around 
to the shore side and discover­ 
ing what had happened, called 
his companion. 
After a lengthy 
debate, one fisherman decided to 
brave the breakers and try to 
make shore. 
He felt his way 
along the line of rocks, now com­ 
pletely covered, and stood still 
every time a wave rolled in and 
broke and so arrived safely on 
the main land.
